Bolf Rolianco seemB to mistake ro» 
pealed assertion for satisfactory cor- 
roborative proof; our readers have 
not unnaturally taken some interest 
in this great reduction, which our corn 
respondent persists in saying has boon 
made, in the amount paid by the Col- 
ony in the shape of official sularios. 
Everybody is awaro that thoro havo 
been reductions, but aro the Oguros 
really correct, that is the question 
•whioh "Solf-Eoliance" has to answer. 
We must here explain that wo con- 
tented ourselves, when wo last touch, 
ed upon this subject with calling at- 
tention to the fact of our correspond- 
ent having shifted his position from 
five to two years, supposing that if ho 
could bring forward details of the ro- 
duotion whioh he claims has boon 
made, ho would havo done so.

tinctly what salarios have boon dis- 
pensed with, and what have boon ro- 
duoodjwo challenge him to do this, 
and by so doing to prove tho allegation 
he has so boldly put forward as to 
the reduction?. Having been provod 
to bo utterly wrong In his statements 
with regard to tba publio dobt of tho 
Colony, "Self-Relianco cannot bo sur- 
prised that we should decline to tako 
his assertions, or if he pleased so tq 
call thorn, his extracts from tho esti- 
mates, as proofs of reductions which 
we do not admit to havo been made. 
If the statements of "Self-Iiiilianco'' 
are correct, let him prove thorn by 
items, dates, and particulars. Tho 
documents from whioh "Solf-Iioliancc" 
quoted, do not contain, as ho very well 
knows, any proof of tho payments 
made on aocount of salaries. Our

In order to hold 
the Convention, the Confederate League ol 
Victoria appointed, at a meeting of members 
or tbo Looguo.corlain gentlemen as Delegates 
of the Leaguo to tho Convention. Another 
part of the call, it will be observed 'invites 
tbe different districts of the Colony to elect 
delegates to lepreseDt their views in the 
above Convention." Thus it will bo noticed 
lbe proposal was to have two olussos of dele- 
gates ; one class from the League, and 
another class from th« poopls. It was com- 



petent therororo, for the people of Victoria, 
if tbey had thought proper, to have eloctod 
dolegaies to the Convention in addition to 
tho delegates of the League. Herein then 
Bppears to havo Brisen the misapprehension 
that hns prevailed. Certain people, to judge 
charitably of motives, misunderstood tho 
call of tho League. They supposed the 
delegates of tho League represented them' 
selves differently from what was the fact, 
and consequently got up tho romonstrance in 
question. The question was raised in the 
Convention as to the qualifieation of Dele- 
gales ; and as soon as tbe call for tbe Con- 
vention was read, it was unanimously agreed 
to, that the first qualification of a dolegate 
was, to be sent by the League ; the next, by 
the publio of any district. And we may re- 
mark, that out of twenty»sis delegates who 
took Beats in tho Conveniion, twsnty wore 
sent by pcoplo, independent of the Leaguo, 
and three wbo were unable to reach Yale in 
timo, wero aleo returned by tbo people. It 
appears therefore, no misapprehension has 
occurred on the subjeot of delegates' qunlifl 
cation except in Victorio. No one would 
havo denied to tho Anti-Cora League o 
England to have called a Convention and 
Bent its delegates, neithor can anyone reason- 
ably objuct to the Confederate Loaguo call 
iug a Convention and appointing some of its 
members to be its delegates. .Wo may statei 
in conclusion, that in nddition to the state 
meats in tbo call, several parties were in 
formed verbally by members of the League, 
before the Delegates left, in answer to in- 
quiries whether tbey could go as dolegaies 
that if they would get a requisition Bignedi 
constituting them delegates or got appointed 
by a public meeting that they would bo re 
ceived ns delegates in the Convention.

Eastern Statc3e 

Chicago, Sept. 23— Secretaries Well 
and McCulloch havo declared iu favor of 
Seymour and Blair. 

Secretary Seward has como out an* 
equivocally for Grant and Colfax. Scho» 
field and Evarts havo expressed no pre- 
ference deeming that their positions are 
understood as consistent Republicans. 

Iw-.w York, Sept 23— A despatch 
received to-day announces tho completion 
of another section of tho Union PaoiGc 
Railway, making eight handrod and 
twenty miles. 

Chicago, Sept 53— Tho largest political 
demonstration ever seen in tho west is going 
on loMiight, 1 5,000 tauncrs of Chicago and 
neighboring counties aro out in an im- 
mense torchlight pocession. A hundred 
thousand peoplo are ont in tho streets. 

Europe. 

Paris, Sept. 22— Tho Patric publishos 
tho following from Spain: Madrid is 
quiet, though the people aro excited and 
tuo troops faithful. At Cadiz the troops 
and citizens aro faithful, bat the garrison 
has been reinforced as n precautionary 
measure, Tho other towns are quiet. 

London, Sept. 22— Tho telegraph in 
Spain has been destroyed in every direc- 
tion. The news is uncertain and contrat 
dictory. Generals Prim and Doceda are 
at the head of tho insurgents. Their 
forces aro marching on the Capital. 

London — Midnight, Sept. 22.— Tbe 
following additional despatches received 
from Spain : Conchas is at tho head of 
tho Queen's troops. Prime Minister 
Bravo has fled. Tho Queen is at St Se- 
hustion or on tho road between that 
place and Madrid. Martial law has hoen 
proclaimed throughout Spain. 

London, Sept. 22— It is reported that 
General Prim has sent agents to Europe 
to make a treaty of peaco with Spain, 

Dispatches from Naples report that 
insurrections havo broken out in 
Calabria and Sicily in favor of tho Italian 
Republic. Tho Italian Government has 
taken prompt Btep3 to put a stop to 
the disorder. 

Paris, Sept. 22— Telegrams to tho 
foumals bore, confirm tho new rising in 
tho South of Italy. 

Tho Temps fears that tho Italians 
desire to overthrow the monarchy under 
Victor Emmanuel. Ganclos assorts that 
Francis XL, of Naples ond Sicily is tho 
primo instigator of tho movement, and 
that tho rebels aro merely acting under 
tho pretences of Republicanism. 

L\\ his, Sept. 22 — A report is curront 
that tho Minister of War will immediately 
issuo orders for tho dismissal of 80,000 
men from lbe array on furlough. 

London, Sept. 22— Tho rebels aro 
very strong in the provinces of Barcelona, 
Arragou, Sonida, and Geroaa. It is 
• aid that tho sovereignty of the peoplo 
and an appeal to tho nation aro tho war 
cries of the insurgents. 

London, Sept. 22 —Evening — It i8 
rumored that tho Spanish fleet off Cadin 
opened firo on the city. At tho last accounts 
the citizens remained firm for tho Queen. 

London, Sept 22— Tho latest advices 
from Spain indicate that tho revolution is 
gaining ground. Cadiz was occupied by re- 
bels and all the previous reports of rising in 
Valencia aro confirmed. Tho revolutionists 
havo formed a national provisional gov- 
ernment at Seville, which i3 tho head 
quarters of tho rebellion. It is roportod 
that Espato gives his sanction and sup- 
ports tho movemout.

The Del Norte 
woolti have been in on Thursday evening, 
but so completely was every point of land 
obscured as she came np ihe Straits, that Bhe 
"was run acroso lo the American side and 
anchored for the night. 

The Schooner S B Bailey. — It will be 
in the recollection of our readers that this 
vessel was never hoard of after having left 
Ban Frao:isco for this port some mouths ago.

Diocesan Church Society. 

On Thursday evening a meeting of friends 
and members of the Church ol England was 
held in the Collegiate school lor tho purpose 
of promoting missionary objects in the Col- 
ony. 

Tbo Chair was taken by the Bishop of 
Columbia, who opened the proceedings by a 
statemem ol whut had boen done during the 
past few years, what was now doing, and 
what were the prospects of the future. He 
stated that during tho last oino years twenty- 
five churches and mission chapels had been 
built, Iwenty-ono residences and eleven 
school-rooms ; that ton miaqious had been 
oponed to the Indian population, and lhat 
glebes and endowments iiud been soctircd in 
many purishes. Ho was thankful to bo utile 
to say, that during tbe lato crisis no good 
work had been dropped, and that the in- 
comes of the clergy, ca'.cehista and teachers 
had been sustained. He was ablo to say 
that tho church had boon planted in almost 
every part of tbe Colony, and that tho gos- 
pel was being proached in almost every 
centre of population from Victoria to Oariboot 
For the ovangilizatiou of tbe native races 
lour chief centres had boon established, in 
wbioh earnest laborers woro at work. These 
stations were Motlakahtla, in iho North ; 
Cowichan, in tbe South ; Yalo and Lytlon, 
ou Iho Eraser and Thompson; and at Al- 
berni, in the West. On tho Frauer and 
Thompson ho estimated thero wero 1500 
Indians iu connection with tho mission. He 
road extracts from lotlors from the Ruv Mr 
Reynard deactibing his first reception and 
commencement of labors at Cariboo showing 
that amidst many drawbacks there wus 
much encouragement and hope. To carry 
on all thia machinery, a considorablo out. 
lay was necessary ; in 1866, this amounted 
to $52,810 ; iu 1867, to $35,000. To meet 
his oxponditure Iho receipts from England 
in 1866 wero $27,195, contributed by tho 
Society lor the Propagation of tho Gospel, 
the Church Missionary Society, and the 
Columbia Mission Fund,, tho latter raised 
ohiefly by personal friends of his own. In 
tbe same year tho contributions from tbe 
various oongregalions in tho Colony amount" 
cd to $15,557, part of the romaiudor boing 



Hitherto tho local efiorts had .been coofiued 
to the immediate ' wants of each congrega* 
ti n; the object of the Diocopan Society 
was to form a general -fund for maintenance 
of clergy, iodian missions, edqoatioq and 
other objects. The constitution of the So- 
ciety involved the formotion. of a oommittoe 
selected from tbe subscribers, who should 
act '-as "a council for the church and also 
disponso the funds of tho society. Hitherto 
the burden of anxiety hod rested almost 
nlono upon him ( thu Bishop), and he should 
feel n>ost thankful to be associatod with a 
body of gentlemen whoso experience and ac- 
tive support would be of the greatest possible 
udvantugo in managing the temporal affairs 
of tbe church. The property of the church 
in various parta of tho Colony was very con- 
siderable, and would by prudent and intelli- 
gent management now, prove of great imi 
portancc to tho futuro welfure of thoso great 
objects to which it had been devoted. He 
trusted, theroforo, that all friends and mem- 
bers of the Church of E"gland in Iho Colony 
would enrol thomselves as members ot the 
Diocesan Society, and by co-operation and 
earnest effort seenro the maintenance and 
even tho increase of the efficiency of the 
various objeote and undertakings. 

Chief J ustice Needbam in an ablo speech, 
pressed upon tho meeting tho great impor- 
tance of theol jeot placed before thorn by the 
Chairman. He gave his own experience ol 
the spiritual destitution of Cariboo — of tho 
readiness of the miuiug population to appre- 
ciate what was good, notwithstanding their 
Btrong temptations; instancing tho many 
signatures which hud been appended to a 
memorial addressed lo tho Bishop for a resi- 
dent clergymani He was glad to know that 
the reproaoh of past neglect hod been wiped 
away, sad lhat a permanent minister of the 
Church had commenced his work in bo satis- 
factory a manner. He also described his 
visit to Alberni, where ho witnessed the 
commencement of a hopeful mission to the 
Indians of the Weal eoast, and conclu led an 
eloquent and stirring appeal lo all present 
to show to thoso liberal benofactors at bon e 
who were so ready to assist, that wo wero 
earnest iu doing ihe utmost for ourselves. 

The Archdeacon of Columbia desoribed 
the various ceutroB from which ussful labors 
in loligious education and civilizitioo, were 
proceeding in all parts of the Colony, and 
urged upon those present unity of action and 
co-operation. 

The Archdeacon of Vancouver described 
the work of the Church in agricultural se!- 
tletnents, and illustrated his remark* by his 
own experience in Cowichan. 

Tho Rev David Holmes gavo on interest- 
ing account of the results of his labors 
amongst tbo lodiuns on the Fraser ; he men- 
tioned their great readiness to attend tbe 
services ol Iho Church, travelling sometimes 
from ten to tvren'y miles ou foot lo bo pre- 
hot t. Ho explained the mode of service, 
which was of course in tho native tongue, 
and embodying tho elements of the prayer' 
book. H<) considered industrial improve- 
ment a necessary supplement to religious 
and moral training. During tho past year, 
upon the Mission farm at Hops, no less thao 
lorty quarter acre allotments had b»eo cul- 
tivated with groat success by as msoy fami- 
lies, und that not only polatoes, but various 
sortB of grain and vegetables hud been pro- 
duced. He wns preparing to allot as many 
more for tho coming season. Ho desoribed 
bis great want ot an Indian school building 
at Yale and several village churches, the 
erection ol which, if he could but obtuin Ihe 
means, would greatly further tbo bucccss of 
his work. 

The Hon. J D Pomberton thought that ns 
it wu3 neocssary for the Chinch io a now 
Colony to be missionary in its character, all 
its members should willingly tako part iu 
every undertaking, Bnd cuncluded an able 
speech by proposing ihe following resolution : 

That it boing highly desirable that in- 
creased efficiency should be imparted to the 
Diocesan Church Society, it was Resolved 
to form ^committee, and to lako counsel 
us to the beat modo of carrying out the ob- 
jects ol the society. 

R Burn ■ by, Esq, seconded tho resolution 
in a concise and telling speeoh. 

The resolution was supported by the Very 
[lev tho Dean, and il was carriod unani- 
mously. 

The proceedings, which woro cf a hearty 
and earnest character, wore brought io a 
close by a few remarks from tho Bishop, alter 
which the Doxology was oung.

Editor. Colonist): — In n deep ravino 
of tho stream that flows through cot 
off valley by Clinton and within two miles 
of tho town there is a mill in course of 
erection and nearly finished. Harpor 
and Scot tho owners, Marshall, Jameson 
and Matheaon tho builders. It is a wit- 
ness; it proves clearly that men of mind, 
the owners of wealth, believe that Brit, 
ish Columbia has a future. Whon com- 
plete tho Mill will have cost twonty 
thousand dollars. It is really a beautiful 
building, fitted up with all tho modern 
appliances used iu Bach works by tho 
best and most skilful engineers. Fifty 
feet high, graceful and j proportional it 
stands among the tall Gr trees like a thing 
of life, a charm in tho wilderness. Besid) 

it a steam eugine works a saw mill.

How it pleases the eye lo see iu such a 

place the circles of steel revolving, tbe 
huge logs moving to »hem with ordered 
motion and the heaps of prepared wood 
cut into all sizes and ready for nso. It 
reminds you of a country beginning to 
grow. Tho mill wheel, Shipleys Pacific 
turbine, a famous little giant, 27 inchos 
in diaraoter, moved by water pressuro 
puts tho whole machinery in motion and 
moves the grinding stones with an ease, 
indicating perfect precision. In very dry 
seasons and in winter tho water power 
may be diminished, but thero is the steam 
engine, and tho machiuery go arrangod 
that both powers may bo used at the 
same time as propellers. The portion of 
tho machinery that removes tho smut, 
dust &c, appears to bo a most desirable 
improvement. Inferior corn badly clean* 
cd and full of smut may come, but it 
must pass throjgh tho arms of the inquisi- 
tor and it retains only the portion fit for 
humnn food. Tho building ia 48 feet long 
'26 wide, it contains a basement and three 
doers, ono of these, tho bolting and 
dressing room, another the cooler ; these 
rooms will havo to hold an immenso 
weight ol c nd flour. At tho first 
sight tho spaces appear too wide, the 
columns too slight; but a closer inspec- 
tion reveals the presence of strength con- 
cealed from unpractised eyes by tbo skill 
of tho builders who have not sacrificed 
an inch of space, an atom of beauty or a 
particle of power. Standing in this mill 
a man would forget the 'wilderness, tho 
sen of mountains that surround him, and 
say to himself surely British Columbia 
has a future. As an agricultural country 
its resources aro limited, but equal when 
developed to supply its own wants. As 
a pastoral country it is rich. Flax and 
hemp of the finest kind aro natural pro- 
ducts of tho soil; they grow abundantly 
in our valleys and on tho dry bill aide. 
We havo gold in Cariboo, these aro 
materials out of which a great nation 
could bo made even in tho wilderness, 
but we have no directing power in the 
state, and wo must only wait and hope 
that Heaveu may send us a man of wealth 
and skill to point tho way. Up to this 
time Mr. Harper is tho only man in the 
Colony who has movod a finger for the 
country's good. The mill is a great ad» 
vantage to the fanners, it is a standing 
menace to those speculators who dream 
of uiuking "a pile" by starving the miners, 
and it ia a sign of something to como. 
We may live to see Sax and hemp manui 
factored there, corn pressed into small 
space and sent to San Francisco. At ull 
events the mainland owes a good deal to 
the enterprising owners of tho mill.
